When Jonn A. Lodax first entered the Leg- 


islature of Filinois in 1853, the laws of that State 
provided that no black person or mulatto should 
be permitted to testify against a white 
person in court, and that no black person or 
mulatto should be permitted to settle or reside 
in that State without first producing a certifi- 
cate of freedom, and giving satisfactory bond in 
the penal sum of $1,000 that he should never 
become a public charge asa pauper. Until he 
had complied with this provision, it was a crim- 
inal offense for him to live in the State, or for 
any person to harbor, hire or board him. The 
law also provided that any slave or servant 
found at the distance of ten miles from the 
home of his or her master, and without a pass 
or permit from the master or overseer, should 
be taken before a justice of the peace and pun- 
ished with stripes not exceeding thirty-five. 


This was a pretty severe law to be enforced 


on a soil that had been dedicated to free- 
dom by the Virginia ordinance of cession 
drawn up by the hand of bromas JEFFERSON. 
But it did not satisfy LOGAN, and he signalized 
his entrance upon the duties of a legislator by 
introducing and securing the passage of other 
laws which imposed severer penalties on any 
person bringing negro or mulatto slaves into 
the State to set dem free, and also imposed 
heavy fines on any negro or mulatto, bond or 
free, thereafter coming into the State and re- 
maining ten days. For every subsequent ten 
days he remained in the State the negro was 
liable to further prosecution and punishment, 
and to be sold into penal servitude until he 
paid his fines. It is said that Gov. PALMER was 
punished tihder this Logan law during the war, 
because he brought a negro servant with him 
once when he returned home on sick leave.

| by frequent showers, we may on the doctrine of 
averages have a hot and dry summer next 
year—or we may not. That is beyond our 
control. 

As far as regards the preventives within our 
control we are in very good condition. The 
last seventeen years bas advanced us a 
century inevery feature of public healthful- 
sewer system, our poor relief, our scavenger 
system are ail infinitely better than they were 
in 1867. Our natural advantages come in here, 
if nowhere else. We have plenty of room to 
spread out, and there are very few places in 
the city in which population is dangerously 
crowded. We are placed high above the river; 
this gives us an unusual fall for our drainage, 
which is carried along natural courses and 
swept away by the swift current and tremend- 
ous volume of the great river. 

No other great city is so favored. New York, 
Baltimore, Boston and Philadelphia are on 
tide water; New Orleans is below the river's 
level; Chicago is trisected by an open sewer 
draining into a tideless lake; Cincinnati is 
crowded at the foot of a ring of hills. Instead 
of saying with Dr. Bauer that cholera, or any 
other disease, is bound to come,” we are in- 
clined to say that if there is any city from 
which disease is bound to stay away it is St. 
Louis, and with a little extra cleaning St. 
Louis may be made a sanitarium and refuge 
for the people of less favored cities. 


A LONG FELT WANT. 

The news of the death of the Morning Call 
was probably the first notice a great many 
people had that such a paper had existed. It 
was a bright little newsy two-cent morning 
paper, of the Republican persuasion, evolved 
from the consciousness and bank account of 
Dr. J. H. McLean, the member of Congress, 
for a very short term, from the Ninth District.

Thatis on the very strict 
condition that the newspaper shall be, not 
worse, but better than the existing papers. 

No polit- 
ical orthodoxy or religious piety will compen- 
sate for the omission of the news, and. a paper 
which starts out with the intention of giving 
less news for less money does not fill any want; 
it does not fil! anything but an early grave 


A SENSELESS SCARE, 

The readers of the morning papers in this 
city this morning must have been startled and 
disgusted at the story that a steamboat infected 
with cholera had come up to St. Louis. 

There is not a word of truth init. The re- 
searches of the Post-Dispatcn this morning 
prove conclusively that the story isa foolish 
and miserable lie. 

Now that its falsehood has been established, 
there is just one thing more that remains 
to be done. That is to punish the scoundrel 
who abused his official position to spread a story 
of the truth of which he knew nothing, and to 
the consequences of which he was callously in- 
different, We refer to “Ames, Surgeon” at 
Evansville. 

Supposing that “Ames, Surgeon” had heard 
a rumor that there wasa cholera case at Chica- 
go, or a yellow fever case at New York, and 
had telegraphed the Surgeon-General about 
it, would not the people of those cities demand 
his immediate removal?

At the summer resorts where a great many 
people go, no salary at all is paid, and if the situa- 
tion is a very desirable one the bell-boy privilege is 
paid for by the porter, who hires under boys and di- 
vides the profits with them. He is considered a 
poor boy who, with fair opportunity, can not.aver- 
age a dollar a day in fees.

THE WEEK ABROAD. 


Att of our European papers bring accounts of the 
commemoration at Delft, in Holland, of the third 
centenary of the murder of Wilham the Silent, on 
Jnly 10, 1584, by a fanatic named Balthasar Gerard. 
Upon the anniversary thousands and thousands of 
people come from every part of the Netherlands, 
from Europe and from America to witness the 
solemnities in honor of the great Dutch liberator. 
William the Silent is the great popular hero of the 
Dutch, and the dark staircase in the gloomy bar- 
rack, where he met the bullet of the assaasin set on 
by Spain, was viewed with curious interest by the 
throng. There were pageants and tableaux illus- 
trating the chief acts of the great drama of libera- 
tion, the sieges of Haarlem and Leyden, and the 
“Spanish fury“ at Antwerp. A cloud was cast over 
the celebration by the sorrow that has but lately 
come to the House of Orakge in the death of the 
Crown Prince Alexander and the dangerous sickness 
of the King, but despite the national mourning the 
celebration was one in which the Netherlands testi- 
fied their gratitude and loyalty to the historic family 
which has for centuries been at the helm of the 
freest State in Europe. 


A GREAT agitation is being made throughout Italy 
looking toward the abolition of the death penalty in 
thearmy. The Giordano Bruno Club has met and 
protested, and a great demonstration was held at 
the grave of Beccari, the jurist, who was the great 
advocate of the discontinuance of capita! punish- 
ment; while the newspapers are, with great unanim- 
ty, taking the same course. The immediate cause 
of this popular movement was the executions of 
Misdea and Scaranari, who were generally believed 
to have been forced into their crimes by the adverse 
circumstances of Italian army life. King Humbert 
has sent 1,000 francs each to the father of Scaranari 
and the mother of Misdea. 


Miss Exrzasera Hoverron, who died last May in 
Dublin, succeeded by an eccentric request in her 
will in giving the English courts of Dublin a singu- 
larly knotty point to solve. She left £1,009 to the 
National cause for the independence of Ireiand and

Cramp as told at the Maidstone (London) assizes yes- 
terday would have furnished materia! for some of his 
peculiar articles. Cramp was a signal man on the 
Southeastern Railway, and after thirteen years of 


‘eontinuous labor, in which he averaged fourteen 


hours a day, at 1 o'clock in the morning of June 7 
he failed to stop‘the Deal train, which was following 
the Folkesrtone train, and a collision. resulted which 
was followed by the death of two men. Cramp 
was prosecuted for manslaughter and promptly 
discharged by the ruling of the judge, who declared 
from the evidence that Cramp had in his thirteen 
years’ service displayed care and vigilance beyond 
what should be expected froin any man. 


Tue latest candidate for martyrdom is Miss Jessie 
Craigan of 31 Metcroft road, Peckham, who appears 
regularly lu the London police courts for the pur- 
pose of being fined for delivering religious speeches 
n the public parks. The fines have been increased 
on her from one shilling to twenty shillings, and the 
next time she preaches she is to get four days in jail. 
The young woman invariably thanks her prose 
cutors, prays for the judge and pays her fine, stating 
at the same time that she means to continue her 
good work. 


Tut Duke of Bedford is getting a good deal of 
rather unpleasant newspaper notoriety lately owing 
to his treatment of some of his London 
tenants. Three women appeared before the 
Bow street magistrate, Mr. Flowers, and stated that 
although they paid their rents regularly their water 
had been cut off, and as one of them, Mrs. Dewes, 
had a child dying of measles in the house, they 
thought this was rather hard. The Duke had decid- 
ed on making some changes in the houses. and his 
agent had ordered the women to leave. They got a 
doctor's certificate to the effect that it would be 
fatal to move the child, and the agent told them to 
wrap up the baby in a blanket and take it somewhere 
else at once, They did not leave and the water was 
cut off. The Duke's agents apveared in court subse- 
quently and protested that they were altogether un- 
aware of the facts in the case, and stated that the 
woman might stay as long as was necessary. The 
cutting off of the water was something 
with which neither the Duke nor his agents 
had anything to do. It was the work of 
the water company's servants, whose rates 
had not been paid. In the meantime the London press 
is harping upon the magistrate's remark that the 
Duke of Bedford's conduct was “a shame and a 
scandal.“ and the magistrate declities to modify his 
language, although due protest has been entered by 
his grace’s solicitors, who also want to show that 
the house was unfit for human habitation, and that 
the purpose of getting the people in it out was to re- 
pair it and put it in good shape.

The Last Survivor of Lincoln’s Cabinet 
Bolts Blaine. 

Iu the New York Herald of Thursday was printed 
by permission, the following private letter from ex- 
Attorney General Speed toa friend in New York 
City: 

Lovisvitie, Ky., June 18,1884.—My Dear Sm: I 
received your esteemed letter by due course of mail. 
The action of the Chicago convention has greatly 
distressed me. I am not at all puzzied as to voting, 
but grieved to be under the necessity of failing to 
vote for the nominee of the Republican party. No 
party in any country in the world has ever done so 
niuch for the good of mankind as the Republican 
party in this country. I have fondly hoped that the 
good it has done in the past was an earnest of its 
future. It is shocking to think such a party could 
put forth such a platform, but no more of that. I 
can not vote for Blaine, and could not vote for him 
on any platform. The foreign relations of this coun- 
try ate pretty much in the hands of the President.

The Features of a Festival on a Puget 
Sound Island. 


Olympia W. .. ö 


Among other islands on the sound and about 
ten miles north of Olympia, lies Squaxion 
Island. It is an Indian name and ‘an Indian 
reserve, and the Indians hold in reserve what- 


islands north, and the salt water inlets 
westward. Long, narrow arms of the sound 
are those inlets—arms reaching far out into the 
green wilderness of woods; inlets deep and nar- 
row, into which the tides rush twice a day.

Yonder is 
Hope Island, grave.shaped, and there is Steam- 
boat Island, steamboat-shaped—this tin 
island being in reality an island only at hi 
water, as a slender spit of sand links it to 
mainland, and was named by an ancient mari- 
ner of earlier days, who averred that, like a 
steamer at anchor. the island swung round at 
the turn of every tide, and especially when 
the moon was f And as be “full” was 
well known to be his normal condition, his 
statement was never contradicted. 
SETTING OUT FOR THE ISLAND, 

I shall never forget the afternoon that we 
made up a party to visit this same Squaxion 
island. It was an October afternoon—one of 
those keen clear days when the west wind 
comes racing in from the sea with life and 
freshness in its every breath. The day was 
all that could be desired—at least it was all 
we desired, for we were a party of eight, 
includii ladies and children, a 
large hitehall boat. And when the age 
sail swung and filled we swept off before the 
west wind’s breath like the seagulls gray that 
swung and wheeled into our wake. e had 
long talked of seeing an Indian potiatch, and at 
last we were on the way. None of us had eVer 
seen one of those gatherings. A potlatch is not 
a camp-meeting, a fair, nor a Christmas, but a 
sort of combination of all—a sort of grand re- 
union and general gathering, lasting sometimes 
for weeks; an occasion for the exchange of big 
presents and bigger speeches and many (to their 
minds) fitting ceremonies. We landed at last 
upon the southwest point of the island. The 
potiatch house stood upon the verge of the bluff 
above us. A gentle slope led up to it from the 
east. The first and last thing we noticed was a 


smell of smoke and fish, which wrapped us im 


an embrace of welcome. When the smoke-burst 
drifted we saw a long line of canoes, a fleet of 
the * ul, clipper-like Chinook canoes, 
pulled high and dry upon the grass. Beyond 
and all along the slope moved a brilliant throng 
of gayly dressed people. 

IN THE SMOKY HALL. 

We passed on up through the swaying sea of 
color into the building. tform, about two 
feet high and about five feet wide, extended all 
along the wall on either side. This platform 
was divided into sections and was filled with 
families and their friends, disposed in every 
lazy attitude—eating, chatting, dozing, or si. 
lently staring at their neighbors, Fires blazed 
at intervals in front of each section. The 
building was a large barn-like affair, not very 
well calculated to keep out the cold, but it 
kept in the smoke admirably. There were lar 
openings in the roof all along the ridge-pole 
for the smoke to escape; but very little of it 
went out and a great deal went into our eyes. 
There was much to see, but the smoke blinded 
us with tears and we could not see anything. 
But we put a good face on the mat- 
ter and tried to see the funny side. 
for there were some of the most comic- 
al little dogs and comical little children. Two 
little fellows, armed with big spoons which 
they had obtained in some mysterious manner, 
found their way into a large pan of dough, and, 
before being discovered by their mothers, had 
plastered each other’s ears well. Then some 
other little wag would set fire to the end of a 
long stick and slyly apply it to the ear of some 
sleeping comrade. Then the yell of the aston- 
ished victim would be drowned in the shouts of 
glee that followed. 

SIGNS OF APPROACHING STORM. 

We were much too early to witness any of 
the ceremonies, but found interest enough in 
watching the crowd. Well, we watched the 
crowd and we watched the storm. We 
watched thesun go down. We watched the 
Olympic range in the northwest turn from 
keen blue to fiery purple, then suddenly change 
to a dismal 1y gray, while the lem- 
on-colored sky in the West slowly 
darkened to pale amber, against which the 
tree-tops the distant shore stood out in jetty 
blackness and flung their shade in broken bits 
over the steel-gray waste of waves that came 
climbing up and on.

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GOPHER SNAKES, 


The Experiment Tried by a Highland 
Park Horticulturist. 
From the Los Angeles Times. 

When Mr. George Rice took possession of his 
property at Highland Park, between this city 
and Pasadena, he found several aboriginal in- 
habitants on the land in the shape of four or 
five sleek gopher snakes, These harmless rep- 
tiles are generally killed on sight by careless 
people, who have a natural horror of snakes of 
all kinds, but fruit growers who have been in 
the country for any length of time learned to 
appreciate their services, and, encourage their 
presence in the orchards. As Mr. Rice's — 
nal has in time past contained several able ar- 
ticles on the “Value of the Gopher Snake on 
the Farm,” he felt in duty bound to recognize 
the rights of the hereditary tenants of High- 
land Park, and they remained in peaceful pos- 
session of all their privilege 

But as time —1 on he became a little doubt- 
ful of their reputed fondness for gopher flesh, 
and began to cast an evil eye upon the flock as 
they lay quietly sleeping in the sun near Pasa 
dena avenue. His doubts were based upon the 
fact that if they swallowed the destructiv- 
rodents, as is commonly supposed, their bodies 
would show a lump of some kind, as snakes 
generally do not masticate their food, but take 
it straight without any preparation. But the 
Highland Park snakes had no protuberances of 
any kind about thein, and their diet might have 
been nothing stronger than grasshoppers and 
izzards. A test was decided upon which should 
settle the question and at the same time the fate 
of the aborigines, A gopher trap was set in 
one of the holes, and soon a young and fat rod- 
ent captured by the leg, which the boys speed- 
ily took to one of the snakes.

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WATSON'S CRIME. 


The Question Whether He is a Mur- 
derer or Maniac.

The death of the Rev. J. Selby Watson, in 
prison, at the advanced age of > recalls one 
of the saddest and most xing stories of 
unlooked for crime. Mr. Watson was aman of 
undoubted ow doy He is best remembered in 
literature perhaps for his versions of certain 

authors. He was the author not only of 
school books, but of biographies of Porson and

ve broug im much money, probab 
he was not much more fortunate than Gold- 
smith’s „poor Ned Purdon” in his connection 
with literature. Mr. Watson was also for 
more than 21 years head master of Stockwell 
Grammar School. In the later years of his

October, 1870, Mr. Watson went on living in 
Stockwell. He kept but one servant, a girl, 
who deposed that his relations with his wife 
seemed to be friendly’ On a certain Sunday in 
fewer gs Mr. 8 committed the — — 
which has given his name a st e psycholog- 
ical interest. We must — 1 that. though 
he had ceased to be an efficient, or at all events 
a popular, head master, his moral character 
was blameless, and nothing seems to 
have been said against his soundness 
of mind. His servant considered ‘him 
him a kind-hearted gentleman.” She thought 
that he and Mrs. Watson lived very happil 
together.” No complaint had ever been 0 
against him (except the complaint that he was 
not a popular teacher) by the committee of the 
school in which he taught. The vicar of his 
ish church said that no one could possess a 

1igher character for kindness and humanity. 
Being such a man, he went to church with his 
wife on Sunday, October 8, 1871. The pair 
dined early and had wine and dessert in the 
library, When the servant returned from her 
Sunday half holiday Mr. Watson let her in, 
and said that Mrs. Watson had gone out. He 
also drew the girl's attention to a stain on the 
floor, caused, he said, by port wine. Next day 
he ordered a packing case of certain dimen- 
sions, in which he concealed the remains of 

Watson. The next day but one, after 
telling his servant that he felt unwell, he at- 
tempted to poison himself. The prussic acid 
which he administered to himself was diluted. 
and he thus failed to commit suicide. 

This is briefly and omitting the more horrible 
details, the * of the murder 
of his wife by Mr. Watson. Naturally the 

uestion arises, was he insane or did he strike 
down and destroy his aged wife under an un- 
controllable bomicidal impulse, which found 
him sane and left him sane, though he. was 
insane at the actual moment of the crime? This 
is the view of of the case which the jury found 
themselves unable to take. It ia, indeed, a doc- 
trine much too dangerous ever to be accepted, 
we trust, in this country. There may be such 
impulses. A kind of devil may enter into an 
elderly, kind-hearted man of letters, and may 
make him slay the partner of his life, while it 
also counsels him to conceal her body, to ac- 
count for her absence, and to attempt suicide. 
But this sort of possession or madness or what- 
ever it may be called, if it only becomes a 

ntiin the homicidal act, and cannot be 

oreseen or guarded against, is by no means the 
sort of insanity which should carry with it ir- 
responsibility. Atthe trial one witness de- 
clared that Mr, Watson had 
spokon of previous bitter quar- 
rels with his wife. On these occasions then 
he had resisted the homicjdal impulse or the 
obsession of the murderous spirit with success. 
All that human punishment and laws can do is 
to add fresh motive (and an uncommon 
strong one) to the other reasons for resisti 
homicidal impulses. People who know that if 
they yield to temptation they will certainly be 
punis with all legal severity find themselves 
a power of resistance which they would lose if 
we pardoned every murderer whose character 
and circumstances won our sympathy. To put 
the matter shortly, Mr. Watson was probably a 
man enfeebled and embittered by a long life of 
obscure toil, and of struggling with boys. No 
profession is more apt to encourage temper 
and eccentricity than that of living among the 
irresponsible and provoking race of boys, 
Again, he probably had the high-strung nerves 
and keen sensibility of the scholar. His moodi- 
ness (which was noticed in him by some of his 
intimates) would be increased by poverty and 
failure, and it appears that his relations with 
Mrs. Watson had sometimes been very disa- 
greeable, though on this point the 
opinions of witnesses differed, At 
events he finally let himself be goad 
into one violent act, and, if anger be a 
brief madness, was mad indeed for a moment. 
Then came the attempts to conceal the act and 
to escape from the consequences by death. His 
own death that at last has overtaken him was 
the result, not of great age or disease, but of 
accident : he fell from his hammock and suffered 
fatal injuries. It would have been impossible 
fora jury to bring in any other verdict than 
they returned, Our sense of pity inclines us to 
vil such deeds with the name of madness, but, 
in very truth, the criminal is not more insane 
than such a murderer as Dickens's Bill Sikes, 
He only yields to a passion not so frequently 
victorious in his rank of life. 

The examination of the medical] evidence in 
this case is not reassuring. Some of the witnesses 
tried to show that the dismissal from the head 
mastership might have caused melancholia, and 
a person suffering from melancholia would be 
liable to uncontrollable outbursts of passion. 
We cannot pronounce a man mad because he 
has lost one * and fears he may not 
ret another. No instances of delusion in Mr. 

fateon seem to have been observed, and with- 
out delusions, what is insanity? Again,if a man be 
“perfectly rational,” as Mr. Watson was unde- 
niably, we cannot accuse him of insanity be- 
cause he is very morose.” The Superintend- 
ent of the Colney Hatch Asylum found Mr. 
Watson perfectly sane after his crime. Another 
doctor from the same establishment came to pre- 
cisely the opposite conclusion. He detected 
madness in Ar. Watson's remarks. Another 
physician, who heard the same remarks made, 
thought them “perfectly rational,” and the 

“remarkably self-possessed.” In short, 
the experts differed as much as experts sy 
do; perhaps their evidence is not worth muc 
un lers it is unhesitatingly on the same side.

WHAT BECAME OF THE CHILD! 

Was the child taken away so suddenly really 
dead? Here it is where the mystery com- 
mences. It is still believed by many t the 
Infanta, the first born child of King Ferdinand 
VIL. and Queen Christine, did not die, and that 
her disappearance was brought about for rea- 
sons of State. 

What, then, became of the child? The castle 
of Poyanne, department of Landes, district of 
Dax, at that time was owned bya stranger 
and was occupied by a Spanish couple name 
Morales, who were old servants, it was said of 
the owner, but who in reality lived there as 
real proprietors for nearly twenty years, With 
them a nurse, wearing the dress of a Galician 
peasant, with a foster child, a girl, a few 
months old, came to dwellin thecastle. The 
child, intrusted to the care of the Morales and 
whom old inhabitants of Poyanne have seen, 
lived there up to her eighteenth year, having 
received in her infancy frequent visits from 
persons who came secretly to the castle, re- 
maining there only a very short time. But 
these visits sto * suddenly after the girt had 
reached her a th year, and from that time her 
youth was passed with ber adopted parents and 
an old nun intrusted with her education. 

HER MARRIAGE, 

Maria Conception (she was known by that 
name) was married at the age of 18 to M. La- 
fargue, a lumber dealer, of Bordeaux. In a few 
years M. Lafargue died, leaving his wife with a 
son 6 years old and without means Reduced to 
distress, she applied to her adopted mother, 
living at that time in the neighborhood of 
Madrid, but the latter, who had also become a 
widow,could give her but little. Mme. Lafargue 
left Bordeaux and settled at Bayonne, where 
she opened a small shop, selling charcoal and 
kindling wood fora living. Here she passed 
fifteen years of her existence, providing, un- 
aided, for the maintenance and education of 
her son. Finally her adopted mother died,leav- 
ing her a little fortune of about 50,000f, with an 
inheritance more precious to her—certain docu- 
ments establishing the legitimacy of her birth, 
She learned through them of her mysterious 
kidnapping and that she was the daughter, the 
first born, of King Ferdinand Vil. and Queen 


Christine. 
CLAIMING HER RIGHTS. 

Mrs. Lafargue went to Madrid to establish 
her rights, and during her residente there for 
two years attempted by all means in her power 
to prove her identity to the royal family, stat- 
ing in her petitions that that she did not claim 
the right tothe throne, but wished only to es- 
tablish the rights of her son.
